A BaBV^ffi^t^Shu^ How a annibal Tribe Is Being Won *o 
Chr.tian.ty Through the Devoted Labours of Salvation Army " 
Officers— Native King Orders Slaves to be Set Free 
By Colonel J. Cunningham, Territorial Commander, Dutch East Indie, 



DOUBTLESS some clever writer would he 
able to give us a learned treatise on the 
above text! Such, however, is not my 
purpose, hut rather to give a plain and 
practical illustration from a far-off Missionary 
field oi what the Gospel of Christ is accomplish- 
ing among; heathen men and women and under 
circumstances which are hy no manner of means 
£arour.iljla 

An Uncivilized Race 

Away in the wilds of Celebes and in a part of 
Mlc world which is largely unknown, there lives a 
jvicc ot blade people to whom our civilization is 
as foreign in every respect as Celebes is to most 
of our readers. Until a Uw years ago no white 
man had ever entered that land. In any case 
there is no evidence, that if any did so, they ever 
returned to tell the talc. 

The natives of this land of which I am writing; 
were known .is far down as the coast to lie can- 
nibals and no persuasion or reward would pre- 
vail upon the inhabitants of the semi-civilized 
coa>t towns to proceed cither alone or in com- 
pany of a European to the mountain fastnesses 
of these man-eating native races. 

The Dutch Government had, on taking over 
the country forbidden all human sacrifices hut 
even to the officials of the Government the land 
was largely unknown ai<d the nearest official 
resided about a hutidrcd miles away, so ii will 
readily bt understood that a great deal went on 
which ncwr readied the cara of the Government. 

These unlives were divided into various tribes. 
with their own lands and languages and each 
having their own Mardikn or King. Tribal ware 
w(i* constantly waging and after each Urdu *" 
that could f«* carried off including men, womfcn 
and children was considered by the conqucrers 
as the Icpiinmc spoils of their prowess. The 
mea who had bccii captured were, an a rule, sac- 
rificed and eaten at the great feast which took 
platt on the return home and to which the whole 
tribe gathered to celebrate the victory of their. 
native braves. 

Became Slaves 

The women and children became the slaves of 
their captors but were always liable in case of 
famine, to he required to take the place of the 
.harvest that had failed to come. 

The lot of these poor creatures was worse than 
that of the half-starved dogs of the household 
and ihe sheep and goats were a thousand times 
Miter off. The hunger they had to put up with 
and the continual dread in which they existed as

r The cute ahl chief knew, how to find an excuse 
for making war or raiding the folk just over the 
border; and war and raids, if successful, meant 
feasts and slaves. 

The mr>ro slavcs^thc greater evidence of valour 
und so llms increased -fame and power even 
amon£ the races of ibis dark land. The chief 
of the district had always lots oi slaves, the king 
Of the land had yet more and there were always 
plenty of others aspiring to power and authority. 
Wow was it to be brought about? Slaves! 
Slaves and still more slaves! 

Work is Advancing 
For some years the Salvation Army lias been 
steadily and regularly preaching the gospel of 
Christ Jcsns to the natives oi central, or as the 
Dutch express it, middle Celebes. Halls and 
schools have been erected and our work has been 
gradually pushed forward and further inland. 
God's lilcssitig has been richly given to the work 
of our Officers and glorious results have attend- 
ed the cutering oi the Army upon this great, 
thoush litllu known field, of our operations. 
About two years a#o we decided upon a hie; ad- 
vance imvard so as to reach natives hitherto un- 
touched by the gospel and Adjutant and Mrs. 
Woodward were given the appointment and 
hoiiuur of pioneering our work among thii dark 
and wild races of the interior. 

The journey into the country was difficult and 
dangerous, hm I cannot here attempt to describe 
thai nor may I occupy lime and space telling of 
how they built their [ionic and their hall. They 
were, of course, objects of the greatest possible 
interest and for a long time they knew nothing 
of privacy or real quiet and rest. All day they 
were surrounded by dusky admirer. 1 ; and most 
of the night, too, they were under the gaze af 
prying eyes. The story ot" the Cross and the 
love of (iod to men was to them the most won- 
derful thing ever brought to their land. 

Slowly the confidence of the people was wou 
•nnd then one; after another they expressed a 
desire to become followers of jesus. The Head- 
man of the district where the Officers had es- 
tablished their centre regularly attended the 
meetings and sometimes when he could not un-

(Headman) in one of his generous moments had 
permitted them to become man and wife and 
allowed them some lands tD \vorfc Otl conditions 
that half of all the crops was to be paid to him. 

That day they had harvested their little field 
of rice and as they had always done they took 
half of the crop to him. He was not at Lome 
when they arrived carrying their loads of rice and 
so they left them at his house and returned to 
their own little hut. Kow the Kapala had, with- 
out saying anything-, sent their rice back to them, 
and Bobbing again they =aid, "Oil, the Kapala 
inusjjic very angry or he would never have done 
this thing. He is surely going to kill us!" And 
no coaxing or comforting would make them be- 
lieve other than that they were doomed to make 
a sacrifice to the evil spirits and a feast to the 
inhabitants of the Kampong (village). 

The poor, distressed slaves were incapabtc of ' 
seeing what the Kapala's action truly meant; 
but the Ofticcrir saw at tfhee that a great con- 
version was really begun in the heart of the 
former c?nnil,al Headman. The sacrifice has 
never taken place and the rice has not been re- 
quired any more of them and in the meantime 
the Kapala has declared himself a follower of . 
.Icsus Christ and called upon his people to do as 
lie ha* done and give tip the past with all ild 
evils and start to serve the God of love and 
righteousness. 

The King Converted 

The Salvation message lias spread and the 
latest news to hand from that far-off Missionary 
field tells us ot how the Hardika (King) of I lie 
whole country has also become a follower ot 
Jesus. The. Jfardika has since goiie throughout 
his icn-itory instructing his people that all slaves 
arc to be set at liberty as holding slaves is con- 
trary to the teachings and gospel of Jesus and 
as they now want to serve the true God and do 
His will there are to be no more slaves. They 
arc, however, not to turn the slaves adrift to 
suffer or possibly to die in the forests, but while 
all are to be free, they are to be protected and 
henceforth treated as members of their own 
families. Surely this is none other than the 
fruits of faithful and prayerful work done for ' 
God and may not the many fore-time slaves re- 
joice and cease their fcariug, declaring their's to 
he the liberty of the gospel of Christ. 

Oh yes! I know the liberty of the gospel 
means spiritual freedom and I thank God for the 
experience that it frees from sin and that as the 
Salvation Army has sung in nearly every land 
and language "It breaks every fetter,'* In thig 
particular instance, however, the gospel has in 
a double sense brought liberty and now we daily 
pray that this whole tribe may be won by the 
gospel and led by the Spirit of God to become a 
race of God's own free and holy people.
